TOOK up a book, not long fince, at a friend’s houfe, and found in 

it the defcription of a chur]. The ugly pi¢ture made fuch an im- 
preflion on my mind, that I can eafily recolle& fome of the principal 
features, Churlifhnefs confifts in, and is exprefled by, a certain of- 
fenfive manner of fpeaking and doing things, as well in aétions or 
words, which in themfelves are really offenfive and injurious. A 
churl is poffeffed and attuated by a four, morofe temper. He is defti- 
tute of that pity and kindnefs, and of that civility and complaifance, 
which the laws of fociety and good manners, and thofe of nature and 
chriflianity require. On moft occafions, a chur] will difcover a felf- 
ith, furly difpofition. His general charatter is that of faying and do- 
ing things in a blunt, coarfe, difobliging, and brutal manner. Nay, 
he often feems to take a malicious pleafure in {peaking a rude thing, 
and performing a vexing deed, in a way that is rude and vexing; in 
bluntly and harihly denying a reafonable requeft ; in browbeating the 
diffident and timorous, and in rafping the tender feelings of thofe with 
whom he converfes. The wickednefs, as well as hatefulnefs of fuch 
a man’s heart, cannot be fufficiently expofed, fince it mult be odious 
in the fight of God, as well as man, and is very deftruétive of the 
peace and happinels of the world, If it be true, that out of the abund- 
ance of the heart the mouth fpeaketh, one can hardly imagine a man to 
pofle!s a worfe heart thana churl. He is not merely felfifh and un 
fociable, but fuch a fon of Belial that a man cannot {peak to him. 
That fuch a temper is criminal as well as odious, is apparent from st: 
being contrary to the original ngture of man; its breaking in upon 
the order of Providence ; and its being inconfiftent with thofe virtues 
by which we are to be trained up for the happinefs of a tuture ilate. 

Men are compounded of focial, as well as felfith af 








echons. They 
cannot poffibly fubfiit, much tefs be comtortable and happy, in an in- 
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helpful and obliging. A chur] feems fcarcely to have any affeétions 
of love and benevolence at al! ; or if he has, they are not founded on 
proper principles, but exerted, only by fits and flarts, juft as his arbitra. 
Ty, Capricious humour diétates. 

One certain rule of judging concerning the fitnefs or impropriety 
ot difpofitions or actions, is, to confider what would be the confequence 
to fociety, if every one was to indulge and praétife the fame. It is 
not enough that a man has happened todo no hurt; the judgment 
mult be formed from the tendency and confequences of a difpofition 
or habit. Now let us fee what thefe would be in a fociety compofed 
enurely of members thus churlifh one towards another. As fuch per- 
fons appear to be poffetied of no fteady good principle, there could be 
no confidence placed in them, no dependence had upon them. Cer- 
tainly, as they are a€tuated by no generous, none but mean and felfith; 
and often by malignant principles, they would conftitute a moft wretch- 
ed community, hateful to, and hating one another. It is uncertain 
whether they would fo much as traffic with one another; or if the 
did, it muft be in a manner extremely difagreeable and uncomfortable ; 
perpetually difobliging and quarrelling, and. difcovering and deferving 
a mutual fufpicion and diftruft, and a mutual enmity and contempt. 
In fuch a fociety, there mult be, either one continued fuilen filence, 
or expreffions the moft affrontive and provoking. There would be no 
communication of fentiments, no intelligence for mutual pleafure or 
benefit, no refpect to each other’s opinion or advice. Every man 
would eat his morfel himfelf alone, and have no friend to partake with 
him ; for every one would be friendlefs and joylefs. ‘The poor would 
be with-held from their defire, and the rich could enjoy no comfort of 
riches in the right difpofal of them. Who would be willing to enroll 
themfelyes in fuch a fociety? Or, would the churlifh themfelves 
choole to converfe with none but perfons of the fame untoward, un- 
lovely difpofition ? Certainly it muft be one continued ftate of hoitil- 
ity, vexation, and wretchednefs. 

A churlifh difpofition is likewife an infra€tion upon the whole or- 
der of Providence. It interrupts thofe beneficial fervices and kind 
offices between man and man, which providence has ordained for their 
happinefs. ‘Che fcheme of Providence is to fupport the whole by the 
afliftance of every part, that there be no fchifm in the body, but that 
the members have the fame care one for another. Chriftianity, there- 
fore, claffes churlifhnefs, peevifhnefs, and fuch fort of evil affeétions, 
with fome of the worft of crimes. 

If, therefore, a churlith difpofition be thus contrary to the nature of 
man, to the order of Providence, and is exprefsly forbidden by chriit- 
ianity, it mutt certainly be inconfiflent with thofe virtues by which 
we are to be trained up tor the happinefs of the future ftate. Heaven 
is the region of benevolence and triendfhip. And in order to gain 
admiilion into the fociety of the bleffed, we muft be trained up there- 
tor by the exercife of the kindly focial affeétions, and the fleady prac- 
nce of the divine and focial virtues.

ty sap was now fully prepared to attack the citv, which he did 
y from three different quarters, by the caufeways leading to it. To 
each of thefe he allotted a large body of Indians, with an equal divifion 
of Spaniards, who now amounted to eighty-fix horfemen, and 818 
foot fuidiers, of whom 118 were armed with mufkets or crofs-bows, 
their arullery confifting of three battering-cannon, and fifteen field- 
pieces. Lach of the brigantines was armed with one {mall cannon, 
and manned with twenty-four Spaniards. This fingular fleet was un- 
der the immediate conduét of Cortes. 

_ «In proceeding to the different pofts, the Spaniards broke down the 
* aqueduéts that conveyed water to the city. This was but the com- 
mencement of the calamities which the Mexicans were deftined to fuf- 
fer, who, on their parts, were not inattentive to the operations of the 
Spaniards, ‘Their firit effort was to deftroy the brigantines. With 
this view they allembled fuch a multitude of canoes as covered the 
face of the lake. Thefe rowed on boldly to the attack, while the 
brigantines were retarded by adead calm. But, as the Mexicans drew 
near, a breeze fuddenly fprung up; in a moment the {ails were {pread, 
and the brigautines, with irrefiftible impetuofity, broke through their 
feeble opponents, overfet many canoes, and difperfed the whole a- 
mament with inconceivable flaughter. 

Cortes, being now mafler of the lake, perceived the effential advan- 
tages to be derived from the brigantines, which he equally flationed 
at the different quarters of attack, between which they preierved a 
conftant communication, and effectually covered them from any at- 
tempt of the canoes. For a month afterwards, the fiege was carried on 
by a fucceflion of attacks unknown to the European fy{ftem of war. 
The barricades which the enemy had ereéted on the caufeways, the 
trenches which they had dug, and the canals where the bridges were 
broken down, were each defended by the moft obftinate valour, and 
as often carried by the impetuofitv of the Spaniards. Yet, when mght 
Came on, the latter retired to their quarters, and the Mexicans regain- 
ed the pofts from which they had been driven : So well did the re 
collection of his former dangerous {fituation convince Cortes, that it 
Was yet too hazardous to attempt to make a lodgment in the heart of 
the city, until he had gained fome decifive advantage, which, by forc 
ing the enemy to furrender, might terminate the war at once. In 
thefe inceflant conflicts many Spaniards were killed, and a greate: 
number wounded. 

One memorable affault deferves particular attention. It was no lefs 
than an effort to take the city by ftorm.’ On the sth of July, the 9 
divifions rufhed on to one general aflanlt. Cortes, relinquifhing the 
conduét of the brigantines, commanded one of thefe attacks in perfon, 
The valour of the Spaniards was irreftible ; but their great Command- 
er, though delighted with the rapidity ot his progrefs, did not forget 
that he might yet find it neceflary to retreat. He therefore appointed 
Julian de Alderete, a Captain o! reputation, to fll up the canals and 
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gaps in the cauféway'as the main body advanced. That officer neg. 
etting ‘this important charge, Guatimozin, with admirable’ pretence 
of mind, prepared to take advantage of his error. He commanded the 
the troops in front to flacken their efforts, in order to entice the Span- 
iards to pufh torward, while he difpatched a large body through dif- 
ferent ftreets, towards the great breachin the caufeway which had been 
fett open. On the fignal which he gave, the Priefls in the principal 
Temple ftruck the great drum confecrated to the God of war. No 
fooner did the Mexicans hear its doletul folemn found, calculated to 
inf{pire them with contempt of death and enthufiaftic ardoux, than they 
rufhed upon the enemy with frantic rage. The Spaniards, unable to 
refifi men urged on by religious tury, began to retire, at firft, witha 
good countenance ; but, as the enemy preffed on, and their own im- 
patience to efcape increafed, the terror and confufion became fo gen- 
eral, thet, when they arrived at the gap in the causeway, Spaniards and 
Tlatcalans, horfemen and infantry, plunged in promifcuouily, while 
the Mexicans rufhed upon them fiercely from ‘every fide, their light 
canoes carrying them through fhoals to which the brigantines could 
not approach. Cortes, having in vain attempted to rally his flying 
troops, bent his next care to fave fome of thofe who had thrown them- 
felves into the water, While he was thus employed, with more at- 
tention to ther fituation than to his own, fix Mexican Capiains fud- 
denly laid hold of him, and were carrying him off in triumph; and 
though two of his officers refcued him at the expence of their own 
lives, he received feveral dangerous wounds before he could break 
loofe. Above fixty Spaniards perifhed in the rout, forty of whom 
fell alive into the hands of an enemy never known to thew mercy to 
a captive. And now the night, which delivered the Spamards trom 
the attacks of the enemy, prefentedthe moft dreadtul of all {pe€lacles, the 
facrifice of their countrymen to the God of War; for, on this occa- 
fion, every quarter of the city was illuminated, and the detachment on 
this fatal caufeway were yet within fight and hearing of the barbartous 
triumph... 

The anxiety of Cortes was inexpreffible ; but, being obliged to al- 
fume an air of tranquillity, in order to revive the drooping {pirits of 
his foldiers, he was the only one who could not give vent to his feelings. 
‘To add to his diftrefs, an univerfal defeétion took place among his Al- 
lies; for, the Mexicans, who bad fent the heads of the facrificed Spain- 
iards to the leading men in the adjacent provinces, had affured them that 
the God of War, appeafed by the blood of their invaders, had declared 
with an audible voice, that. in eight days time thofe hated enemies 
fhould be totally deftroyed. Witha people fo prone to credulity, it 18 
no wonder, that a prediétion uttered with fuch confidence fhould gar 
univerfal credit. But, in limiting its accomplifhment to fo near 2 
period, the framers of it had intirely defeated its intention. Cortes, 
tenfible of their imprudence, lay ina@live under the cover ot his brig- 
antines, till the time expired. His Allies, perceiving that no dilafter 
had then arrived, concluded that the God of War, having thus decciv- 
ed the Mexicans, had devoted them to deftruétion. and flocked again te 
the Randard of Cortes with greater ardour than ever,

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 
Received by the fhip Funo, arrived at Philadelphia. 
COPENHAGEN, April 10. . 
HE communications between Scanes and Relfingor has been 
opened. About fixty travellers, who have been detained: for fev- 
eral days palit, have now received permiffion to proceed on their jour- 
ney. Thetranquillity which they have been able to maintain, both in 
the capital and the reft of the kingdom, has now allowed the Swedifh 
government to relax thofe rigorous meafares which they had at firlt 
adopted. They are no longer alarmed in refpeét to the extent of their 
conlpiracy, or the correfpondence which confpirators were fuppoled 
tv hold with the provinces. All who were concerned im the plot 
have been f{eized, and continue to be interrogated every day. Their 
confeilions have hitherto been kept fecret; but it is confidently af- 
ferted, that the two principal acconyplices of Captain Ankarftrom were 
the young Counts’ de Rybbing and de Horn ; that they had concert- 
ed the death of Guftavus, in order to revenge his degradation of the 
nobility, and haying caft lots which dhould inflié the mortal woand, 
it fell upon Ankarttrom. ‘The two others, however, were to fecond 
the attempt. Horn gave the figual, by: ftriking the King on the fhoul- 
der, and faying to him, Bon Sow Mafque; and while the King turned 
jus head, Ankaritrom immediately fired. | 
MADRID, March 28..- 

The Queen was delivered this day of a fon, which has been baptiz- 
ed by the name of Don Philip: All the toreign Minilters, the Nuncio 
not excepted, were acquainted with the event too late te be pre ferit at.

An invafion, on the part of the French, is eXpecled here every day. 
‘Lhe general officers. who command on the frénticrs, have received 
thew tutaf infiru¢iions. In cafe of an attagk om the garrifoms of the 
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ities, which cannot make a long refiftance, a place of rendezvous is 
appointed for them, at which they are to meet and difpute every inch 
of ground, Luxembourg and Namur have orders to defend themfelves 
to the fafl extremity, the other places are to be evacuated as foon as 
the enemy thal! make their appearance at the gates, 

* Among the other precautions they have not torgotten to employ thie 
fevercit prohibitions againtt all who fhall take up arms for the purpofe 
ofa fecond infurreétion. Notwithftanding, however. thefe prolibi- 
tions, the inhiabitatits are more than ever difpofed to affert their inde- 
pendence ; and the means which are employed to fupprefs the {piri: 
of freedom, only ferve to promote its progrets, 

The preparations for war continue with the greateft vigor; every 
day detachments are {een to pals to the frontiers, with numerous con- 
voys of all forts of provifions, : 

_ The government are in the greateft alarm, with refpe& to the pref- 
ent ftate of affairs. ‘They are apprehenfive of the confequences of a» 
invafion of the French at the prefent moment, when difcontents are at 
the height. ‘The number of troops is by no means fufficient to make 
any cflectual refiftance againfl the internal and foreign enemies. There 
are frequent councils with general Bender, at which al) the generals ot 
the garrifen will afhift. 

H A G U E, April go. 

The apprehenfion that the French would make an invafion upan 
the territory of Liege, as has been reported for fome days paft, has in- 
duced the republic to advance troops towards the frontiers, particular- 
ly towards Maeltricht, as being the place which will moft probably be 
the theatre of the war. In confequence, a part of the cavalry who 
were garrifoned at the Hague, Leyden, and other cities of Holland, 
fince the dav before yelterday, have been on their march for Dutch 
Brabant, they talk of diftrivuting about 20,000 men on the frontier.

Decree declaring WAR againfl the King ef Hungary and Bokenna. 

The National Affembly deliberating oa the formal prepofition of the 
Ring confidering that the Court of Vienna in contempt, of treaties, 
has continued to grant an open prote¢iion to Fiench rebels; thai it 
has excited and formed a concert with feveral powers of Europe 
agaim{l the independence aud fecuriry of the French nation : 

That Francis 1. King ot Hungary and Bohemia, has, by his rot 
ofthe 18th of March and 7th of April laft, refufed to renounce this 
concert : 

That notwithflanding the propofition made to him by qle note of the 
aith of March, r7q2, to reduce, on both fides, ta a peace eflablifhines 
the troops on the troutiers, he has continued and inecreafed the. hoft:lc 
Preparations : | 
~ That he has formally infringed the fovereignty of the French na 
tion, by declaring that he would fipport the pretentions of the Ge, 
man Princes, poflethonaries 11 France, to whom the French narw 
have continued to offer indetnnifcations : 

That he has attempted to divide the Vrench citizens, and to arm 
them again one another, by holding out Jupport to the imalcontenrs 
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in the concert of powers; confidering, in fine, that the refufal of- an 
an{wer to the laft difpatches of the King of the French, leaves no 
longer any hope to obtain, by means of amicable negociation the re. 
drels of thefe different grievances, and amountsto a declaration of 
war, it decrees that there exifls a cafe of urgency. 

The National Affembly declares, that the French nation, faithful to 
the principles confecrated by the conflitution, not to undertake any 
war with the view of making conquefts, and never to employ its force 
again{t the hberty of any people, only take up arms in defence of 
their liberty and their independence ; that the war into which they 
arecompelled to enter, is not a war of nation againfi nation, but the jutt 
defence of a free people againft the unjuft oppreflion of a monarch : 
that the French will never confound their brothers with real enemies; 
that they will negleét nothing to foften the rigours of war ; to preferve 
their property, and prevent it from fuftaining any injury, and to bring 
down upon the heads of thofe alone, who league themfelves againtt 
liberty, all the evils infeparable from war. 7 

That it adopts all thofe toreigners who, abjuring the caufe of its ene- 
mies, fhall join its ftandard and confecrate their efforts to the defence 
of freedom; that it will even favour, by al! means in its power, their 
eftabli{hment in France. 

Deliberating on the former propofitions of the King, and after hav- 
ing decreed the cafe of urgency, decrees war againftthe King of Hun- 
gary and Bohemia. 

THE KING'S ANSWER. 

“ { fhall take the decree of the National Affembly into deep con- 
‘fideration. It involves the moft important imerefts of the nation,” 

Next day the Minifter of Juftice informed the Affembly that the 
King had fanétioned the Decree.

On Monday latt arrived in this city from/his fettlement at Grand 
River, on the north fide of Lake Erie, on a vifit to fome of his friends 
in this quarter, Captain Josip BRANDT, of the Britifh army, the 
famous Mohawk chief, who fo eminently diftinguifhed himfelf during 
the late war, as the military leader of the Six Nations: Weare inferm- 
ed that he intends to yifit the city of Philadelphia, and pay his refpetis 
40 the Prefident of the United States. 

‘The three following are London paragraphs :— 

“Itis now certain, that the enfuing fummer will prefent the grand- 
eft {cene that ever was known in the world. - A firuggle of all the de!- 
pots in Europe againit. the freedom of France. It will be the firlt 
great conflitt of the kind, and although the combination of defpotif{m 
jeems at prefent to be very formidable, yet the enthufiafm inipired by 
liberty ultimately muft enavle its votaries to prevail. 

“There is a fimilarity of condué& in the defpotic combination on 
the continent and the government of this country, which cannot ef- 


-cape the notice of the obfervant. Auflria, Prufiia, and Sweden ap- 
b | , 


pear defirous of provoking France firft to declare hoftilities ; and fure- 
ly the late affair in the Eafl-Indies, were we not well convinced to the 
contrary, might lead us to believe, that this country wilhed to begin a 
war, 

“It is moft agreeably furprifing to fee the heroic fpirit which per- 
vades all claffes in France. ‘The true principles of liberty are there 
pertectly underfoed by thofe whofe fituations tn lite would lead us to 
Velieve they couldneither read nor write: and they declare themlelves 
relolyed to maintain the prefent confinution with their lives, Cinla- 
ten of fix or feven years old exprefs thofe fentiments fo warmly, that 
the fervour of liberty may be faid to prevail fo flrongly in France at 
prefent, as Carvantes has deferibed the fervour of chivalry to have pre- 
vailed formerly in Spain.”

A bill refpecting the carting of gun-powder through the Mreets of 
Bofton, a bill for eflablithing an academy in the'town of Taunton, ahd 
a bill incorporating certain perfons by the name> of .the Independent 
Chriftian Church in Gloucefler, feverally paffed to’ be enatted. 

The report of the joint Committe or the‘ fubjett of dividing the 
Commonwealth into diftriéts for the choice of Federal Repretenta- 
tives, as taken into a new draught by the’ Houfe, came from the Sen- 
ate non-concurred; the Senate athertng to their own vote, and ap.

Jarvis, Mefirs Robbins, Henthaw, and Fofter, were appointed on the 
part of the Houle.

monwealtn into diftriéts, &c. was again taken up, and alter a cebate 
the queftion, whether the Houfe would concur with the Senate in che 
report, ‘being taken, the Houle was divided, 56 to 56, whereupon the 
Speaker deciared it to be a vote. Mr. Kingfi¢y then moved for a_re- 
_ confideration of the laft vote, fo far as that tue report lay open for de. 
bate, which paffed in the affirmative.

of it. 

Vheis happened at the fame place where Captain Shaylor’s fon was 
hilled lait kebruary, and the cries of the unfortunate men were heard 
from the fort, but it was not thought proper to fend a party out, the 
lorce ot the enemy being unknown. Some fhells were thrown to- 
wards the {pot, without etlect. 

By a gentleman ot veracity who arrived at Bennington (Termout } 
the Sua ult. trom Canada, we are informed, that when he paffed tfc 
‘Three rivers, he met an efcory, who had Judge Powel of Hefle diftnet, 
in upper Canada with them, a prifoner, and in trons, Phe charge 
againft him was faid to be treafon, letters having been detected written 
in bis name, and as repert fays, in his hand, giving information to his 
friends in the United States, how Detroit may be eafily carned. ‘This 
sentleman was forinerly of Bolton, in New-Fugland, and when our 
informant faw him, was ou his way to Quebeey order of the com- 
manding officer at Detroit. |

; SLAVE TRADE. 
_ The Englifh Houfe of Commons having, on the 23d of April laf, 
refolved it{elf into a committee of the whole,onthe meaas for abolifhiny 
the African flave-trade. Mr, Dundas fubmitted a variety ot propofi- 
tions for the gradual abolition, and after confiderable debate, the con- 
rittee rofe and reported progre(s. 
Ou the 25th of the fame month, the Houfe agate refolved itfelf in- 


; ‘to acommittee on the fame fubject. Mr. Dundas moved his firlt re- 


folution, “ ‘That it thal! not be lawful to import any African negroes 
into any Britifh colonies or plantations, in fhips owned or navigated by 
Britifh fubjects, at any time after the firlt day of January, 1800.” 

_ Lard Mornington moved to ftrike out ‘t1800,” and infert * 1793.” 

After much debate a divifion took place on Lord Mornington’s mno- 
tion, “ that the trade flrould ceafe on the firlt of January, 1793,” 
which was negatived by a majority of 49. . 

- The committee rofe and reported progres, 

April 27.—In committee of the whole Houfe on the flave-trade, 
Mr. Secretary Dundas’s motion tor prohibiting the importation of Af- 
riean negroes, after Jan. 1800, was read. 

Lord Moringion argued ftrenuouily for a more [pecdy abolition of 
the trade, and moved that 2795 fhould be inferted inftead of 1800. 

The committee divided upon Lord Morningion’s amendment for 
the abolition on the firft Jan. 1795. Ayes 130-—-Noes 10i1—maj. 3. 
' The Speaker prepofed January 1, 1796. 

Sir Edward Knatchbun begged to know, whether, if 1796 was agreed 
to, it was intended to receive the queftion by the promoters of it, by 
urging, at any future period, a more {peedy end to the trade. 

Mr. Pitt and Mr. Fox, both declared, that they fhould confider the 
vote of that night as decifive upon the queltion, and not {ubjett to re- 
vifton. 

The committee again divided upon the propofition, for the firft of 
January, 1796. Ayes 161; Nves 142, majority 19, for abolilhing 
the trade after January, 1796.
